will be taken at 8,000 balloting points 
throughout the South lias not been 
finally determined. It hinges now up- 
on completion of printing of the bal- 
lots, information, and tally sheets. 


Voluntary Plan Continues 


Secretary Walli^o, in a statement 


Uxuiiipdhying the "Sample ballot, ' de- 
clnred results of the vote will have 
no effect on the voluntary control 
program which will be reopened for 
new signers within a few weeks. Rcn- 
lal «nd benefit payments for acreage 
adjustment next year will continue 
on much the same basis as prevailed 
this year, he added, 


"Cotton farmers must decide wheth- 


er in their opinion, the adjustment of 
cotton production under the voluntary 
contract is sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the present emergency," 
the secretary said. 


Co-Operation Urged 


"Will the efforts of a small minori- 


ty! of non-co-operators, the tendency 
toward mori: intensive cultivation, and 
the possibility of new lands coming 
into cotton production combine to in- 
crease total production above the point 
which seems desirable? That, it ap- 
pears, is the central question involv- 
ed in a decision on continuing the 
Bankhead act for next, year." 


Wallace also said that "it is reason- 


able to expect" that many difficulties 
encountered in administering the act 
this year can bo avoided but he has- 
tened to add that he w,-is not attempt- 
ing to influence farmers' opinions. 


"U ih my hope that cotton produc- 


ers will investigate carefully all the 
facts nnd reach a decision based upon 
considered judgment .is to whether the 
Biinkhead act is needed to assure at- 
tainment of the objectives of the cot- 
ton adjustment, .program." he said.

BERLIN, Germany—(/P)-Germany's 


"slightly feeble-minded" are to be in- 
cluded in the Nazi /sterilization pro- 
gram for the elimination of future 
generations of physically and mentally 
unfit, it was disclosed Sunday by Dr. 
von Hoist of the Danzig municipal of- 
fices. National feelings on the sub- 
ject arc running high, and unforsecn 
complications are cropping up. 


A Nazi party 
bulletin circulated 


Sunday called the 
sterilization and 


emasculation program the "mere be- 
ginnings" of a national "purge," while 
at Noabit prison the sexual treatment 
of 111 habitual criminals since No- 
vember 11, 1933, was announced. 


Tills was taken to indicate the Nazis 


do not propose to abandon the ster- 
ilization law which went into effect 
January 1, 1934, but there was much 
comment on news from Braunsberg 
that 
Profs. 
Carl 
Escheiler 
and 


Johannes Baron of the Roman Cath- 
olic Academy there had been dis- 
missed on orders from Rome after 
having rendered an expert opinion 
that sterilization is not incompatible 
with Catholicism. 


In a purported expose of "self-mu- 


tilation" the Nazi bulletin disclosed 
that German men and women were 
seeking to evade compulsory 
incar- 


ceration in labor camps by incapaci- 
tation themselves physically like army 
dodgers in war days. 


"Tliis is sabotage of German recon- 


struction," said the bulletin, charging 
even "mental" self-mutilation. 


Dr. Von Hoist, in a talk on schools 


for the mentaUy retarded, did not de- 
fine what he meant exactly by "slight- 
ly feeble-minded," but 
said ''every 


case will be examined with German 
thoroughness and sterilization will be 
performed where it is required."

of the National Housing Act are the establishment of special safeguards around 
home ownership and the creation of a nation-wide, uniform system through 
which the ownership of homes may bo easier of accomplishment, 


attainment of these aims,1-'

course of time be brought about: 


The establishment of a nation-wide 


basic interest rate of not more than 5 
per cent for first mortgages on all new 
home construction and of not more 
than 5'i per cent for home mort- 
gage refunding. 


The elimination of the second mort- 


gage and all other junior instruments 
in home financing. 


The elmination of the shorl-tunr 


mortgage in home financing, thus do- 
ing away with the uncertainty and 
the expense, of frequent renewals of 
mortgages.

It need not be emphasized, I believe, 


that all of these changes and accom- 
plishments will mark a new epoch in 
i-eal estate financing. 


Should Stabilize Home Building 
These sweeping reforms should re- 


:ult within thu next few months in the 
ievelopment of very extensive con- 
struction activities, and. over a long 
range, tlu-'y should 
stabilize 
home 


construction, eliminating the hills and 
valleys of building booms and real 
estate depressions. 


It is my desire to explain simply 


and clearly just what the operation of 
titles II and III will mean to the homo 
owners of this country, present and 
prospective; also what it will mean 
to banks, building and loan associa- 
tions, insurance companes and other 
financial inslitutons. and lastly what 
it will mean to those who have funds 
to invc-st in sound real estate securi- 
ties. 


First, let us consider the home own- 


er who.su properly is now encumbered 
with a troublesome mortgage. Under 
this act, he can go to his bank, build- 
ing and loan association, or such oth- 
er institution us may be currying his 
mortgage, and under reasonable c;r- 
cumstuncus have hi.s indebtedness ro-

Tells Quorum Courts

LITTLE ROCK—Following receipt 


of a report from State Comptroller 
Gtriffin Smith Saturday concernmg 
the financial status of the state Agri- 
cultural 
Credit 
Board, 
Governor 


Futrell issued a statement Saturday 
night ni which he. declared that it will 
not be necessary to levy a half ;nill 
additional state tax to pay maturities 
and interest on Agricultural Credit 
Corporation bonds in 1935. 


The half-mill tax, authorized by Act 


10 of 1931 creating the board to han- 
dle emergency agricultural loans, was 
'certified to county clerks Thursday 
by State Auditor J. Oscar Humphrey 
rfter the Agricultural Credit Board 
failed to notify the auditor, as in prev- 
ious years, that it would not be nec- 
essary to levy the tax. 


When the emergency credit aid law 


was passed it was contemplated that 
the scheme would be self-liquidating 
and the miffagc tax was authorized as 
;m additional protection to aid the 
niarkt'tablity of the bonds. 


Governor Futrell, who is ex-officio 


a member of the Agricultural Credit 
Board, but who was not consulted 
concerning plajis to levy the half-mill 
tax for 1935, reviewed the history of 
the legislation and operation of the 
board and concluded his statement by 
advisil'ng Quorum Courts of the var- 
ious counties to decline to levy the 
additional half-mill tax when they 
meet Monday to make the annual tax 
levy for local purposes and to approve 
the levy for state purposes. 


If tho additional levy had been al- 


lowed to stand, the state general prop- 
ehty tax payable next year 
on the 


1934 assessment would have been 0.2 
mills, the highest in the state's his- 
tory. Without the additional levy it 
will remain at 8.7 mills, the same it 
las been for several years, except 
when a reduction of .8 of a mill was 
;nadc in 1930 by substituting income 
;ax collections for a portion of the 
general property tax for sate purposes.

Farmers of Hempstead county have 


received $83,800 in land bank and com- 
missioner's loans from May 12, 1933, 
the date of the passage of the Emerg- 
ency Farm Mortgage Act to October 
1, 1934. according to Walter L. Rust, 
president of the Federal Land Bank. 


This sum of money, the majority of 


which was used to refinance farmers' 
exisiting debts, represents two types 
of loans—land bank and commission- 
er's loans. The land bank loans are 
made on the security of first mort 
gages to an amount not to exceed 50 
per cent of the normal value of the 
land and 20 per cent of thu value of 
the buildings. 


During the depression an extra bur- 


dent of debt had accmumulated which 
could not be reached.by the ordinary 
first mortgage loan. Congress provid- 
ed for the Land Bank Commission- 
er's loan to refinance this indebted- 
ness. Commissioner's loans are made 
on first or second mortgages. The 
suiii of the first and second mortgage 
may not exceed 75 per cent of the 
normal value of the farm based on 
its agricultural earning power. 


"The loans have been made on the 


basis of the present production of the 
land and the prices farmers receive 
for their products during normal per- 
iods. In other words, an attempt has 
been made to refinance the debts of 
Hempstead county farmers on a basis 
that will permit good farmers to pay 
out," Mr. liu-st stated. 


"In addition to low interest rates 


—4^ per cent ,it present on land bank 
loans aaid 5 per cent on commission- 
er's loans—farmers are given an op- 
portunity of paying their debt over a 
series of years, ranging from 13 to Xi 
years. The loans are amortized. Pay- 
ments on the principal are made- each 
year plus interest on the unpaid bal- 
mce," ha continued. 


"We are following a vigorous, but 


fair, collection policy, expecting farm- 
ers t<i make, repayments that arc with- 
in their capacity to meet," Mr. Rust 
sad. 


He pointed out that land bank loans 


arc made in bonds of the Federal 
Farm Mortgage Corporation and in 
funds secured through the sale of 
these 
bonds to private investors. 


Commisisoucr's loans are made by the 
Federal Land Bank as agent of the 
Loud Bank Commissioner.

tization. In addition, the property 
owner, of course, .will have taxes, fire 
and other casualty insurance and oth- 
er up-keep to meet.

less, it was said, the department de- 
cided to avoid possible criticism by an 
attempt to relieve unemployment at 
home. 


To this end, applications for re-en- 


listment by Filippinos are being re- 
fused. Many of these are expiring 
this year and next year because the 
navy has been accepting almost no 
recruits under the economic program 
in force in the past three years. 


Another reason for the policy is the 


Philippine 
independence 
guarantee. 


With complete freedom guaranteed in 
10 years the Filipinos in the navy are 
within a step of literal classification 
as "foregn-born enlisted" men. 


The presence of such a large rep- 


resentation of a virtually free people 
might become embarrassing in the 
opinion of many naval men. The fact 
that the act has already produced a 
sentiment toward a Japanese alliance 
among (he islanders upon lhe grant- 
ing of full freedom has presentedsome 
ground for apprehension. 


That such sympathizers are among 


the enlisted Filipinos has been strong- 
ly suspected by members of the Asi- j 
atic fleet. The Navy Department de- 
nied that this suspicion of disloyally 
ha dany influence on the exclusion 
policy. 


Recently the department announced 


the transfer of Filipinos 
from

fleet to the Naval Academy at An- 
napolis to replace negroes.
